EVANSIA  GROUP  (CRESTED  IRIS) 

CRIST  AT  A -Also  of  the  Evensia  or  crested  family,  is  a native  of 
our  country  and  is  a small  creeping  species  growing  only 
about  3 inches  in  height,  increases  rapidly  in  a well  drained 
soil,  and  is  a rich  amethyst  blue  in  color.  .35
